The juice of Sloes is every where taken and uſed likwiſe for the ſtrange ſap Acatia, 
yet it doth not agree in all points with the vertues of Acatia. The true Acaria is the ſap of 
of the tree, from which the gum Arabick is taken; notwithſtanding if any man would 
make a mixture that might have the ſame vertues with Aeta, Volerins Cerdus doth 
teach it him thus: Take the kernels of ſowre dates, ſeed of Sumach, of each one pound: 
bruiſe them, and put upon them three or foure pints of rain water: let them ſteep toge- 
ther foure and twenty howers, then ſtrain them thorow a cloth, boyl that is ſtrained till 
one third remain, clarify it with the white of egs. ſet it on the coales again, and let ir 
boyl ſoftly, till it be as thick as the juice of Sloes, which then may boldly be vſed. 

Brimſtone is thus prepared: Melt thy Sulpbur or Brimſtone at the fire, then pour 
it into che water of Lettice ; this reiterate eight or nine times: when it is dry, beat it to 

powder. This is commonly uſed to ſtop the bloud, as hereafter ſhall be ſhewed.. 

Sene leaues with the huſks and their ſeed is a common purgation for every man, for that 
it purgeth all bad humours, and eſpecially choler and flegme. Great ſtore of it is 
brought from Florence. It is alſo ſet in our gardens, but the very beſt is brought from 
Alexandria. The huſks of them are of more force and vertue then the leaues. Two 
drachmes of them in poder is a ſufficient doſe at once: but either ſteeped or ſod, an 
ounce is little enough, as in this booke ſhall appear. They are corrected with Ginger, 
or ſalt Gem: and may be given in the decoction of Borage, Bugloſſe, Violets, Maſtix, 
Cloves and Cardimonie, or elſe being powdered ,. may any of cheſe be admixed 
with them and ſoexhibired. | 

White Muftard ſeed may in no wiſe be inwardly uſed. except it be firſt corrected 
as followeth . ſteepe it one day and a night in good 44 vita, and then evaporate or 
dry it away from it: then powre upon it freſh 49a vita, that hath been made of the

it dryeth up all moiſtures of the brain, it helpeth the ſwimming in the head, falling 
evill, and the dead Palſie: but unprepared may it in no way be uſed. | | 
Mezereon, of ſome purge, or ¶ hamelæs of the Apothecaries Coccgonediov. The ancient 
Phyſicians were wont to give ſeven or eight ofthe ſeeds of it, wrapped up in a green 
fig or date; but experience doth teach us, that three of the ſe eds are ſufficient enough

to purge the body. Sops of bread may be uſed inſtead of the figs or dates; for it is 


onely done to the intent, that they by reaſon of their extreme heat ſhould not harme the 
throat; They alfo commanded a good draught of water to be preſently drunk after them. 
But flee the uſe of ſuch medicines, which defcribed for none other cauſe, then that we 
might know and ſhun them; let Empericks and the outcaſts of phyfick uſe them. 
Lale filings of Steel, caſt them into fair water, and fub them well between thy hands 
inthe water, powre away the uncleane water from thy ſteel remaining on the bottom; 
this waſhing reiterate ſo often, that the water- come clear from it. Then pucthe Steel 
into a well glaſſed earthen pot, powre ſtrong wine vinegar upon it, as much as will 
onely moiſten it and not cover it; let them ſo ſtand together thirty dayes, but in the 


mean while oftentimes ſtirring it; afterward beat it to powder, and moule it on a marble, 
as is before ſaid of the pearles. 


Turbith is the bark of a root, and at the Apothecaries well known and very common, 
for that it is added unto many purging confections. It is thought to be a kind of Wolfes-

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«bane; It is given in powder from one drachme unto two at once; but being decocted,

I Tutia, Tutty is commonly uſed for the eyes, and in all kinds of infirmities where ex- 


ficcation is required, and is thus prepared; Make it red hot in a Goldſmiths cruſible or 


melting cruſe: then extinguiſn it in the urine of a male child; this reiterate the ſeventh 
time, afterwards alſo five times in Fennel water: then powder it as thou didſtrheipearls. 
Item glow it, as is now ſaid, five or ſix times, and ever caſt it into Roſe water, and pow-

Wolfes-liver muſt be taken freſh out of the Wolfe, and be waſhed with good warm 
wine; cut it into little pieces, put it into a pot, and ſet it into a warm bakers oven: keep 
it in a dry place well wrapped in Wormwood, leſt the worms do-ſpoyt it. 

Eſula, is taken for the root onely at the Apothecaries. It is a ſtrong purging root, 
and ought not to be uſed unadviſedly ; being prepared not above the weighe of a drachme - 
or leſſe, as occaſion ſerveth. There ha ſeven kinds of it called Tit hau, and are all 
more fit to be uſed outward, then inward in the body. It purgeth choler and melancholly. 
Take either the bigger or che leſſer roots of Eſula, ſteep them fout and twenty houres in 
wine vineger, and ſet them dry yn: When thou wilt uſe them, cur off and caſt away 
all the hairy and hard parts of them, and beat the reſt to fine powder. 1 

The ſeeds of Tithymalus cauſe vomit, and purge downward; take from G. to 20. 0 


the ſeeds to cauſe vomit, but drink butter- milk after them, becauſe they cauſe eorroſion 


in the throat and wheſand, except they be qualified. _ i 
The ſeed of Palma (trifti or Ricinus, being purified, doth by his purging vertue drive 


out choler and flegme.. The ancient Phyſicians do command not above ten in number 
at once to be exhibited; but becauſe they are very greatly hurtful to the ſtomach, they 


ſhall in no wiſe be uſed: but in place of them, other things which are leſſe hurtful. There 
is a falſe opinion amonꝑſt the common ſort of this Palma ¶ briſti, to wit, that if the ſeed in 
the gathering of it be plucked upward, it provoketh vomit; if it be plucked downward, 


it ſhould move ſtooles: but howſoever they be gathered, by reaſon of their venemous 


and hurtful quality, they may purge both upwards and downwards. 
Laureole, Daphmoidu, and Laurcola, Laurel. Theſe leaves have a ſharp purging quali- 


ty, to drive out flegme and choler. Of the powder of them prepared may be taken from 


four grains unto ſix, and no more; and with other ſpices and ſimples corrected, not above 
one drachme. There is nothing of it in uſe, but onely the leaves: it is prepared by ſteep- 
ing of it four and twenty houres in wine vineger, and then dryed. 

Bugar is uſed in many things, as hereafter in this book may appear; but to boyl it, 
there be divers and ſundry waies: and firſt of all ſhall be ſnewed, how the common and 
courſe ſugar muſt be ſevered from bis filth and dregs, and clarified for ſirupes, and other 


neceſſaries in Phyſick. 


Take (for example) two pounds of common ſugar, put it into a certain quantity of 
water; ſet it on the fire until it be ready to boyl or ſeeth : then have in a readineſſe the 
white of five egs, beaten to water with a little rod, and ſprinkle them with thy rod into 


. thy boyling ſugar; let it boyl afterwards a pretty while, then doth the filth of the ſugar 


adjoyn himſelf to the whites of the egs; then ſer it from the fire, and when it ceaſeth 
boyling, take away the filth from it with a skimmer, boyl it again, beſprinkle it, and skim 
it as before, ſo often, until thou find it bright and clear. For ſirrupes and other canfecti- 
ons, let this Sugar boyl ſomewhat longer, let two or three drops of it fall on a cold ſtone, 
dip thy finger in them, and ſee if it do ſtring or glue, or draw out in a threed, which is a 
fign of a ſufficient cocture. 

For to make ſugar cakes, or Mauus Chriſti, the foreſaid ſugar mult boyl yet longer; and 
if thou wilt know if it be ſufficiently boyled for this thy purpoſe, take a little of it on ſpat- 
tens or skimmer,, and throw it from thee into the ayr; if it flye very white and fiery from 
it, then is it boyled enough; ſer it from the fire, ſtirring it continually untill it begin to 
be ſtiffe or hard, then adde and mixe thoſe things with it, which thou wilt: then very 
ſpeedily caſt it on a cold ſtone, whereupoſl a litiſe flour hath been caſt or ſifted before, 
keſt they ſhould ſtick or cleave faſt to the ſtone, 
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Saccharum Penidium, called Sugar pennets, is beſt made of the whiteſt ſugar that is 
brought from the Iſland of S. Thomas. Take of this (if thou canſt tell how to work it) 
from two until five pounds at once, pour upon it a good pretty quantity of water; and if 
it be very unclean, clarifie it as afore, continue wrap caſſſy untill it begin to be 
thick, and that it riſe up in great bubbles; then have a ſpindle or the like little round ſtick 
being wet with cold water, thruſt it into the boyling ſugar about a fingers breadth; that 
ſome of thy ſugar may cleave to it, and cool it im cold water: if then it eaſily tome from 
thy ſpindle or ſtick, if it be reaſonable bard, and if in the biting or chewing it ſtick and 
cleave not to thy teeth, then it is ready to be wrought: Take it from the fe „let the 
bubbles ſettle themſelves; pour it out upon a ſtone or table, that is moiſtened all over 
with the oyl of Olives; when it is run flat or abroad, take up the ends, corners, or edges 
of it, and throw them upon the midſt of it: this continue, until ſuch time as it all do re- 
main in a heap or lump then dip thy hands in fine flour, leſt the ſugar ſtick to them; 

hang or faſten the whole lump of ſugar upon a ſtrong hook or crooked nail faſtned on a 
wall, and draw one part of thy ſugar towards thee about a cubits length; faſten the end 
in thy hand to the hook again, and pull again; thus continue pulling and faſtening, un- 
till thy Sugar become very white. There muſt at the leaſt be à couple to work it, that 
the one being weary, the other may Bo forward with it; beſides chat, by reaſon, of the 
great heat of the Sugar, it is not poſſible that one ſhould do it well alone. Now when 
it waxeth white and cold, thou ſhalt draw it out in long ropes, and lay them on a table 
whereupon a little flour is ſprinkled, and ſo make it up in rowles. This whole work muſt 
be done in haſte, for otherwiſe the Sugar will waxe too hard; which notwithſtanding, it 
is not ſpoiled: But if thou wilt bring it into Sugar pennets again; it will be ſomewhat 
blacker then otherwiſe it would be. | : 336) |

It is alſo good after the taking of 
any purgation to drink a draught of Whay or warm Beer; it helpeth the operation of 
the medicine, and dulleth her ſharpneſſe. It is alſo good to keep the belly warm, leſt by 
force he draw away the medicine from the ſtomach. To this end is nothing more com- 
modious then warm water to ſet thy feet in, for that warmeth all the body. The belly 
may alſo be covered with a little bag, and ſome bran in it. 

When the medicine beginneth to purge, it is not much amiſſe to move the body ſome- 
what; for by that motion deſcendeth it downwards, and all the harm or badneſſe which 
= medicine hath with it, is thereby taken away: che motion hel peth alſo to expel the 

umours. 

Whileſt the medicine doth yet purge, thou ſhalt neither eat nor drink, leſt it hinder the 
operation thereof. Notwithſtanding if the patient cunnot forbear ſo long, let him uſe 


the broth of a hen, or ſome ſuch like thing, e elfe the ſirupe of Violets, to delay the 
heat of the ſtomach, and to preſerve him from an ague: For a great quantity of choler 


being drawn into the ſtomach by reaſon of hunger; might eaſily cauſe ſuch an accident 
as might be very hurtful for the diſeaſed.
